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FRANCIS JOSEPH 
SUFFERS RELAPSE 


Peace of Europe Likely to be Dis- 
turbed Should Austrian 
Emperor Die.

Vienna, October 18.—Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph is worse today. He lost 
strength and the court physicians ad- 
mit his condition is now precarious. 
Anxiety among the people and the 
court concerning the emperor's condi- 
tion is increasing. Hig temperature 
is slightly higher, The doctor thinks 
his relapse may be due to the wea» 
ther, which is cold and wet. 


The aged Emperor of Austria and 
King of Hungary, Francis Joseph, who 
is so Seriously ill, is in his 78th year 
and in the natural course of events, 
atter sueh a life of turmoil as his, 
cannot be expected to much longer 
pilot the Austro-Hungarian ship of 
State through the troubled waters of 
her internal diplomacy. 

Aiter then, what? The future of 
that dual monarchy is fraught with 
great possibilities for trouble which 
might well involve the whole of Ku- 
ope, 

There are even more elements of 
danger to peace in Austria-Hungary 
than in the Balkan Peninsula, for all 
the heterogeneous constituents of the 
dual monarchy are at strife with one 
another. There is not only a perpe- 
tual conflict between the Empire of 
Austria and the Kingdom of Hungary, 
but there also exists an eternal feud 
between the dozen races that comprise 

Austrian population and the half- 
dozen nationalities that make up the 
Hungarian people. There are inde- 
seribably bitter religious controversies 
between Roman Catholics and milit- 
ant Protestants, and between Chris- 
tians of all sects and the Jews of the 
country, Revolutionary social demo- 
eracy is a rapidly growing force, and 
the increasing Pan-German party ad- 
vocates the addition of the German 
provinces of Austria to the German 
Empire, just as the Pan-Slavic party 
is in favor of their addition to the 
Slav provinces of Russia, The birth 
of a son to the heir-apparent, Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, and his mor- 
vanatic wife, Princess Hohenberg, is 
likely to cause trouble in the future 
and may easily plunge the Dual Mon- 
archy into another war of succession. 
All these hostile and conflicting forces 
have been held in check by the un- 
paralleled influence and authority of 
Kimperor Francis Joseph, and  aiter 
his death, it has been predicted, the 
process of disintegration will almost 
certainly set in—perhaps suddenly, 
perhaps gradually, The disintegra- 
tion of the Dual Monarchy, however, 
will seriously imperil the peace of 
Europe, for Germany, Russia, Servia 
and Italy are waiting in readiness to 
seize the territory adjacent to their 
own whenever a favorable opportunity 
shall arise. 

An alteration in the map of Europe 
so far reaching in its consequences 
could hardly be effected without a Eu- 
ropean war, for this reason; the Em- 
peror Franeis Joseph's life ie of sauch 
greater value to Europe than that of 
the German Emperor, who is a far cle- 
verer man in every respect, or than 
that of the Czar, who rules over an 
empire far greater in population, ex- 
tent and power. Neither the death of 
the Kaiser nor that of the Czar is 
likely to produce any great changes 
in the world’s affairs, but the decease 
ot Francis Joseph may unfortunately 
bring about catastrophic changes. 

Emperor's Unhappy Life. 

Francis Joseph is certainly the un- 
happiest monarch in Europe, His 
life has been full of tragedies, and his 
passion for hard work and his inces- 
sant mental and physical activity are 
to him only the best means of escap- 
ing from the dread memories of the 
past. Since his accession to the 
throne Austria has suffered crushing 
disasters, All the Italian provinces 
of the Austrian empire were lost in 
the wars of 1869 and 1866, when the 
prestige which Austria had previous- 
ty enjoyed in Europe was greatly dim- 
inished, The overwhelming defeats 
inflicted by Prussia on Austria in 1866 
were a still greater blow to the em- 
peror’s pride, for the war put an end 
to the supremacy over states of the 
German confederation which dad 
lasted for centuries. In the Balkan 
Peninsula, where Austria was tormer- 
ly the dreaded rival of Russia, Aus- 
trian influence has now disappeared 
and Russia remains master of the 
situation. This loss, too, has been a 
great trial to the Emperor. 

In domestia politics, his reign has 
been marked from beginning to end 
iby a continuous series of crisea which 
have caused him endless. wearing 
anxiety, and some of them have en- 
dangered the very existence of the 
Hepsburg monarchy. In his own 
family, again, he has had mueh trou- 
ble to bear, His brether, the ill- 
fated Emperor Maximilian, was shot 
in Mexico after failng to found a new 
dynasty there. His only son, Crown 
Prince Rudolph, after worrying his 
father by his indescribably reckless 
liie of fifteen years, committed sui- 
cide at the age of 31 under terribly 
tragic circumstances, 

Nine years ago his wife, the Em- 
press Elizabeth, was assassinated by 
an anarchist at Geneva, His grand- 
daughter, Princess Elizabeth of Ba- 
varia, created a great scandal by run- 
hing away with a young officer nam- 
ed Scefrid and marrying him seme 
time later in Switzerland. His sen’s 
widow, Crewn Pringess Stephanie, 
violated the rigid laws of the Aus- 
trian court by marrying Count Lon- 
yay, and his favored granddaughter, 
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Archduchess Elizabeth, insisted on 
choosing a penniless young Windis- 
chgratz to be her husband, in spite 
of the Emperer’s opposition to the 
match. 

Archduke John, unable to obtain the 
imperor's permission to marry a girl 
of poor family, abandoned his impe- 
rial rank, took the name of John Orth, 
and went to sea as a common sailor. 
His ship was lost with all hands ‘on 
a voyage around Cape Horn. His 
death was a terrible blow to the Em- 
peror, who had treuted him with un- 
necessary harshness at their last 
meeting. Archduke Henry and Arch- 
duke Ernest annoyed the Emperor by 
contracting morganstic marriages un- 
der circumstances attended with 
scandals. His nephew and successor, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, has en- 
dangered the Hapsburg dynasty by 
contracting a morganatic marriage to 
whieh the Emperor was strongly op- 
posed, though finally he gave his 
consent under pressure, His own 
married life was in earlier years ex- 
tremely unhappy, on account of the 


j incompatibility of his disposition and 


temperament with that of his wife. In 
later years, open antagonism devel- 
oped into indifference on both sides, 
but he was deeply grieved at her sud- 
den death. 

Insistence that the Hungarian sol- 


diery in their own country be com- 
manded in the Hungarian language, 
and the Magyar flag and military 


emblems be used for that part of the 
Austro-Hungary army stationed in 
Hungary has in times past brought 
that country to the verge of rupture 
with Austria, 

This lurid dispute over the lan- 
guage to be used to Hungarian sol- 
diers, be it remembered, is not in- 
trinsically a cause of wai. Rather it 
is a manifestation of national pride— 
the expression of the sum total of 
Hungarian independence. As such it 
is playing an important part in the 
lestery of European polities to-day, 
as it has for many years, and as it 
wii] until the Austrian knee is bent 
tu TTungary or the latter country takes 
up arms tor its own complete inde- 
pendence. 

Austvia and Hungary are bound 
into a dual monarchy by the famous 
ausgleich, or compromise, of 1867. 
Thia document was primarily the 
handiwork of the Hungarian’ states- 
man Deak, In it are incorporated 
the most important principles of the 


historic “pragmatic sanction,” through 
which the question of Hereditary 
right to the Hungarian crown has

Charles VI., who had but one daugh- 
ter, sueceeded in enforcing in 1728 the 
acceptanee of the law insuring here-

. The dispute in the Hosiner mine at 
the Crow's Nest Pass has just been 
amicably settled, and Frank B. Smith 
of the firm of Cote & Smith, one of 
the arbitrators, returned to Edmonton 
last night after a week's absence in 
the coal district. 

Speakihg to the Bulletin representa- 
tive this morning, Mr, Smith said the 
results attained are a strong tribute 
to he effectiveness of the Lemieux La- 
bor act, under whose provisions an 
amicable arrangement was arrived at, 

The arbitrators were F. H. Sherman, 
president of District 18 ef the United 
Mine Workers of America, for the 
Miners, and Mr, Smith for the opera- 
tors, Judge Wilson, of Cranbrook, 
was selected a8 chairman by the other 
two arbitrators, 

After sitting for a week the matter 
Was unanimously settled, and — both 
the employees and company expressed 
their willingness to abide by the de 
cision of the commission. 

The dispute had been at an acute 
Stage for the past month, and about 
two hundred men were affected. 

Speaking of conditions in the min- 
ing country, Mr. Smith says every- 
thing appears very prosperous, He 
does not anticipate trouble this win- 
ter, though a slight dispute is 
ened at Lethbridge, which, however, 
it is thought will net have serious re- 
sults.

SERIOUS FAILURE OF A 
BANKING FIRM IN GERMANY. 
Halier, Soehle & Co. Suspends Busi- 
pends Business With Liabilities of 
$7,000,000. 


Hamburg, Oct, 18—The oldest bank- 
ing firm of Haller Soehle & Co, failed 
today, The liabilities of the firm are 
variously stated, and it was estimated 
early in the « that they were in 
the neighborhood of $5,000,000, but 
the Hamburger Nachrichten says this 
afternoon that it is informed by a 


banker who is in a position to know 
the facts that the liabilities will 
reach $7,500,000. This will make the 


collapse of this firm the biggest bank 
failure in Germany sinee the famous 
breakdown, of the Leipziger bank in 
June, 1901. The assets of the firm 
have not yet been ascertained, but in 
banking circles the capital of the 
partners is declared to be $2,250,000, 
Many Companies Affected. 

Nearly all the joint stock atid pri- 
vate banks in Hamburg are affected 
In varyime degrees by this failure, but 
a number of them say that their 
claims are adequately secured. Among 
the firm's liabilities are acceptances 
Of $3,760,000. The largest amount 
held by any individual seems to be 
$175,000, in the hands of the Vereitis 
bank, ' 

Mining Speculation Caused It. 


The ditfieulties of the firm arose 
chiefly in connection with a mining 
company at  Teplitz, Bohemia, in 


which much capital was locked up, 

In addition the firm had interests 
in several eoal mines in Austria, and 
wis concerned in several real estate 
ventures. Near Vienna it had estab- 
lished the so-called “Caumacite”’ 
works, designed to exploit a new 
method of developing unusually high 
temiperatures in furnaces, In conneec- 
tion with this enterprise was a glass 
factory, “It is also declared that Aal- 
ler Sohle & Co, had put considerable 
sums in real estute, All these assee 
are hard to convert into cash witho 
heavy but the bankers holdii 
the paper of the firm believe the lia- 
bilities can probably be met if liqui- 
dation is not oo much hurried. 

A Very Aristocratic Firm, 

Haller, Soehle & Co, had been in 
existence for seventy-seven years, and 
ranked as one of Hamburg’s old pa- 
trician houses. It had long enjoyed 
# high reputation, and ite paper was 
everywhere regarded as gilt-edged and 
was willingly discounted, Latterly, 
however, the credit of the house had

Among American women writers of 
weight the venerable widow of Gen. 
John Logan has been accorded a pro- 
minent place, Recently she made a 
reply to Charles Schweb, the — steel 
magnate, who had asserted that wo- 
man’s real sphere is not only in the 
home, but that in leaving the home 
she should seek domestic employment 
rather than any development of tal- 
ents she may consider she has. 

Mrs. Logan defends the woman who 
is either compelled of necessity to take 
up some form of work in the world 
outside the home, or who fills. her 
time with it rather than wait in con- 
ventional fashion like a ripe plum on 
a tree ready to drop into the basket 
of; matrimony, ‘without any particu 
lar depth of feeling for him who car- 
ries the baskec,

In part the reply to Mr, Schwab fol- 
lows !-— 

“Entertaining as I do the very high- 
est respect for the domestic qualities 
absolutely essential in the character 
of all women for the fulfilment of their 
mission in the world, I cannot agree 
with Charles M. Schwab that women 
should confine themselves to the 
treadmill duties of domestic life. 

“As Mrs, Stuyvesant Fish asserts, it 
is just as much the duty of a woman 
as it is of a man ‘to determine to de- 
velop the best within her, Do not 
belittle your own powers; aim to pro- 
gress steadily; never be content to 
stay in an inferior position. _ Don't 
make marriage the one aim and end 
in life. But if you do marry de 
everything in your power to make 
your husband happy.’

Leiut-Governor Bulyea Tells Mani- 
toba People of Activity in 
Alberta. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 18—Governor Bul- 
yea, of Edmonton, is in the city, The 
governor stated that on the way dewn 
he had visited Lethbridge and the 
surrounding country, and townd that 
the farmers in that country were 
threshing from forty to fifty bushels 
of wheat from their crop of fall wheat. 
Progress was being made on the new 
railway bridge of the Canadian Pa- 
cifie railway and i was expected that 
there would soon be 400 men at work 
on the undertaking. 

In Edmonton the officials of the lo- 
eal government were being transferred 
to the temporary building whieh had 
been erected during the summer.

This tempor- 
ary edifice is being erected with a 
view to its being remodelled as an 
apartment building when the perman- 
ent parliament ‘buildings have been 
completed. The structure will be used 
as a residence by certain of the em- 
ployees of the government, 

All the work on the new parliament 
buildings is being done by the gov- 
ernment by day labor and the founda- 
tion will also be put in by the gov- 
ernment, At a later time a decision 
will be made on the question whether

THE BANK OF HAMILTON. 


Amonog the banks more recently es- 
tablished in Edmonton the Bank of 
Hamilton stands out prominently. The 
local branch of this old and solid 
financial institution was opened here 
va March 1, 1906, under the manage- 
ment of Mr. H. A. Gray, its present 
‘apable head. 

As with every other bank whose ex- 
outive decided upon a branch in Ed- 
nonton, a primary difficulty was to 

eure a building. More fortunate 
(Lan some, a fair-sized building, pre- 

vously occupied by the fur depart- 

‘at of McDougall & Secord, was se- 

ed, Steps were promptly taken to 
have it converted into a bank, and 
under Mr, Gray's supervision this was 
done in three days, 

The fittings had been at hand for 
the work, yet so speedily was it ae- 
complished that even in the West, 
where towns are said to spring up 
overnight like mushrooms, the work 
was considered unique. A local paper 
commenting on it, said the bank's 
equipment and opening was as “ex- 
« piece of hustling’ as the 
had ever seen. 

Onens in Modest Quarters. 

As with earlier banks in the city 
the Dbuainess of the new branch is 
rapidly outgrowiing its quarters, and 
a new building will have to be erected 
before long, In fact, the present 
plans of the bank is to build shortly. 

In August Inst a branch of the bank 
was Opened at St. Abkbert, the onls 
bank in that town, in all a staff of 
seven assist Mr. Gray in the admin- 
istration of the bank’s business. 

The fittings of the bank are in an- 
tique oak with statuary bronze rail- 
ings; the wallk of a warm ecru tint 
with dark green frieze. Huge fireproot 
sofea secure the ledgera and other im- 
portant belongings of the bank, But 
for the treasury of the institution 
something particularly strong has 
been obtained. 

Uniaue Cash Safe. 

This massive creation of steel is a 
Hall safe of Cincinnati, and has like- 
ly no duflicate throughout Western 
Canada. In weight it is four tons, 
the door alone weighing about one 
ton. There are no combinations an 
the front of the door, the safe being

TRAIN DISASTER ON 
AN ENGLISH RAILWAY 


Nineteen People Killed in London & 
Northwestern Wreck at Shrews- 
bury—Thirty-nine were Injured. 


Shrewsbury, Eng., October 18.—A 
train made up of passenger coaches 
bound from Scotland and the North 
of England to Bristol left the rails as 
it was entering the station here at an 
early hour this morning. 

Sixteen persons, including ten pas- 
sengers, were killed and many others 
were injured, 

The London and Northwestern Rail- 
road, on which the train was running, 
curves sharply as it nears Shrews- 
bury and there is a standing order 
that the engineers must not exceed a 
speed of ten miles an hour at this 
point. Disregard of orders is be- 
lieved to have been the cause ot the 
aceident. The engine and all the 
cars with the exception of the last 
one left the rails. and when the offi- 
cials from the railroad station reach- 
ed the spot, the cars were a tangled 
mass of wreckage, beneath which 
were the bodies of the dead and in- 
jured. Fortunately the wreck did 
not eateh fire, and the doctors and 
salvage crews, who soon reached the 
seene, did not have this added dan- 
ger to fight in’ the darkness and 
pouring rain, which, however, retard- 
ed the work of rescue, and several 
hours elapsed before the last body 
was taken out. The killed include 
the enginéer and fireman and the 
guards and postal clerks, who were 
in the mail car immediately behind 
the tender of the engine. 

The latest report from the scene of 
the wreck says that nineteen persons 
were killed while 89 others were in- 
jured. There is still no explanation 
of the cause of the accident. It is 
suggested that as this is the third 
accident of a similar kind within a 
year to a train entering a station on 
the curve, the cause may be found 
in failure of the vacuum brakes to re- 
spond, Rumors are current here that 
the locomotive of the passenger train 
was making its first trip on this line, 
and that the driver had a pilot driver 
with him because he was not fully 
acquainted with the road. It seems 
certain that somebody blundered for 
the engine was going at a tremendous 
speed when the accident happened. 

Several Of the morning papers in 
editorial articles call attention to the 
similarity between the Shrewsbury 
disaster and the Grantham accident 
of last year, ‘They demand a search- 
ing government inquiry to ascertain 
the cause of these repeated accidents 
in cases where the, regulations enjoin 
a slow vate of speed on curves, 

An indication of the terrible charac- 
ter of the catastrophe is found in the 
fact that nine out of the ten men who 
oceupied one compartment. were kill 


au.

Whether or not 
the Vancouver direetors will stand by 
this declaration remains to be seen,

year, The total amount for each man- 
ager would have been about $1,600, Man- 
ager D. E. Dugdale of Seattle who has 
made so much money this year that he 
need not worry about a trifling $1,600, 
made the motion to leave the forfeit 
money and fines alone and his resolution 
prevailed, Not, though, until President 
Schreeder and the Vancouver representa- 
tive had entered a vigorous protest.

A LITTLE GIRLS ESSAY. 

Among the prizes granted at the 
Vermilion fair was one for composi- 
tion, won by little Miss Flossie Stuart 
The composition, which is a faithful, 
if juvenile account of life in Northern 
Alberta, is as follows 

Having arrived in Canada, we set 
out for our new home in a wagon, 
and had to travel 170 miles Sy road, 
for there was no railroad near our 
farm I enjoyed the journey very 
much, and the wild flowers were very 
beautiful, After a tedious journey we 
arrived at our new home. Our shack 
was built of logs and our nearest 
neighbor lived half a mile away. There 
was no school in the district at the 
time, and only one store, But sine? 
then the Canadian Northern railroad 
has been built, also a town consisting 
of several stores,churches and schools. 

The seenery around is very beauti- 
ful, especially in the fall, when the 
leaves are turning their color. All 
through the summer the prairie is cov- 
ered with flowers. The sunsets in Al- 
berta are also very beautiful, as well 
as the northern lights. Prairie fires are 
numerous when the grass is dry; and 
though they are very beautiful to look 
at they are very destructive, as they 
often destroy life and property. There 
is an abundance of wild fruit, such 
as strawberries, raspberries, gooseber- 
ries, saskatoons, cherries, black eur- 
rants and cranberries, 

Northern Alberta provides plenty of 
spert, both in summer and in winter. 
Tn summer the chief sports are, base- 
ball, football, riding, driving, fish- 
ing and shooting, Some winter sports 
are sleighing, skating and toboggan- 
ing. Shooting is good sport in Al 
berta, as there is plenty of game,sueh 
as wild duck, prairie chicken, geese, 
turkeys and rab its; and wild game 
shot for their skims are wolves and 
bears, aud several others 

Farm life is a very healthy and busy 
life, and the farmer has to work very 


hard. But still, he is sure to succeed 
if he works hard and follows the old 
saying: “Karly to bed and early td 


rise, makes a man healthy, wealthy 
and wise.” After he gets his farm in 
working order he has only to sow his 
reed early, and he is bound to reap a 
good harvest; for the ground is very 
fertile and yields abundance of crops. 
Garden vegetables also grow well, and 
the prairie grass is good for his eattle, 
Some parts of Northern Alberta is 
better adapted for horse ranchers, be- 
cause the land is too rolling for the 
farmer, The farmer's wife has to 
make butter and look after the poul- 
try, which brings in a good income 
During the winter months the far- 
mer can do very little on the land, so 
he has to oreupy his time in taking 
his grain vo the market and repairing 
his farm buildings and fenees; or he 
will spend his time visiting his friends 
or neighbors, as the winter evenings 
are long
